The Need for Prudence a t Washington. 


President Ta ft has 
gono into office 
at a crisis in the situation 3f the Uuit- 
ed Sta tes treasury . 
The receipts of the 
government during the month of Febru­ 
ary were $4ti,tJ71,70G, and the expendi­ 
tures $53,219 ,240. lei ring a deficit for 
the month of some/h in g more than six 
and a ha lf millions. 
For January the 
deficit wus fifteen and a hulf millions. 
The 
Sixtieth Congress ha s been lavish 
in uppropriulions. 
It will ta ke cureful* 
financiering to avoid 
trouble. 
If the 
Sixty -tlrst Congress and the new Presi­ 
dent pull together and a ct wisely it may 
be that they will keep the treasury ship 
off the rocks, but they will have a try ­ 
ing tusk. 
Stupendous opportunities for spending 
money are alway s open, but good judg­ 
ment leads prudent men to avoid engage­ 
ments which they cannot afford. 
One 
of the opportunities for adding to ex­ 
isting financial 
embarrassments 
which 
the Sixty -first Congress will do well to 
ignore is that presented by the internal 
w a terwa y s improvement 
projects 
now 
clamoring 
for 
recognition. 
Many of 
these projects are visionary in a high de­ 
gree. Others are well enough, but should 
wait till they can be carried out with­ 
out embarrassing the treasury . 
There is a time for all things, but 
the time for appropriating large sums 
for improvements that cun wait is not 
a time when the treasury is empty . 
President T a ft’s inaugural contained 
an expression in favor of economy which 
the new Congress will do well to heed. 
Some of the wa terway s 
improvement 
enterprises provided for in the forty or 
more bills on that subject which were 
introduced in the Sixtieth Congress look 
like measures contrived in the interest 
of 
fortune-seeking 
contractors. 
Were 
ha lf of them to go through there would 
he consequences of a deplorable charac­ 
ter. 
President Ta ft did well in sounding 
the economy slogan in his inaugural ad­ 
dress. and the Sixty -first Congress will 
do well if it sets its fa ce against any 
outlay not absolutely necessary at the 
present time.

H E R M A N B ID D E R , the N ew York 
newspaper publisher 
who 
served 
as 
treasurer 
of 
the 
Democratic national 
committee during the 
last 
presidential 
campaign, wa s born in New York city , 
March 5, 18 51, of German parents. He 
embarked upon a mercantile career at 
an early age and for a number of y ears 
was prominent in the insurance busi­ 
ness iu the metropolis. 
In 18 78 be left 
the insurance business and founded a 
German Catholic weekly paper. In 18 8 0 
he established the Catholic N ews, which 
in a short time became a recognized lead­ 
er among Catholic publications in Amer­ 
ica. 
In 
18 9 0 
Mr. 
Ridder 
became a 
stockholder of the 
New 
York 
Staats 
Zeitung and a few y ears later lie became 
president of the corporation, which po­ 
sition he still holds. 
In recent y ears 
Mr. Ridder has taken an a ctive part in 
politics, a s an Independent 
Democrat. 
He wa s a prominent participant in the 
Cleveland and Bry an campaigns and in 
the various political reform movements 
in New York city . 


A N T H O N Y COMSTOCK, whose ac­ 
tivity in connection with the work of 
the New York Society for the Suppres­ 
sion of Vice has made his name a fa ­ 
miliar one throughout the country , was 
born March 7. 18 44, in Canaan, Conn., 
and wa s educated in the schools of his 
native town. 
H e served with the Seven­ 
teenth Connecticut Volunteers through 
the Civil war and at its close he took up 
iiis residence in New York city . 
For 
several y ears he was employ ed a s a clerk 
in a large dry goods store. 
In 18 73 he 
was one of the incorporators of the New 
Y'ork Society for 
the 
Suppression 
of 
Vice and ever since the foundation of 
the society he has been its secretary 
and most a ctive agent. 
During his long 
career as a reformer Mr. Comstock is 
said to hove made more than four thou­ 
sand arrests and seized more than one 
hundred tons of objectionable literature 
and contraband matter. 


SC H U Y L E R C O LFA X G R A V E S, a 
noted phy sician and surgeon, wa s born 
in Ka lamazoo, Mich., March ♦>, 18 58 . He 
was educated in the public schools of 
Grand R a p i d s and at the University of 
Michigan, where he received his medical 
degree with the class of 18 8 1. 
Under 
commission of major from President Mc­ 
Kinley , received in 18 9 8 , he served dur­ 
ing the Spanish-American war as chief 
surgeon of the First brigade. Third di­ 
vision, Fourth army corps, and was sta ­ 
tioned a t Tampa, Fla ., and Huntsville, 
Ala. 
In the study of medicine and sur­ 
gery he has 
traveled 
extensively 
in 
Europe and in Africa and has been an 
extensive contributor to 
the 
leading 
medical publication. 


R U G G IE R O 
LEO NCAVALLO , 
the 
famous composer, w'as born in Naples, 
March 8 , 18 68 . 
As a y outh he dreamed 
of a military career, but abandoned his 
Iilans in this direction to ta ke up the 
study of music. 
He went to France, 
where his lack of funds 
caused 
him 
many hardships. 
In the m idst of his 
struggle to make a living by doing such 
odd musical jobs as he could find he 
wrote a poem called “ M edici.” Fortu­ 
nately for his future, lie got an oppor­ 
tunity fo read his lines to M a ssenet, who 
advised 
him to go to Milan and read 
them to Ricordi. 
Mr. Ricordi commis­ 
sioned Leoncavallo to write music for 
the |>oem. 
The wTork was completed in 
a y ear, but the y oung composer had a 
long and weary wait for the initial pro­ 
duction of his great effort. 
Meantime 
he took up teaching again to keep from 
starving. 
Then he decided not to w’ait 
any longer for the production of “ Med­ 
ici,” but to try to write something that 
would be produced at once. Tha t was 
how' he came to produce “ I Pa glia cci” 
in five months. 
On May 17, 18 9 2, it 
was produced for the tirst time, and the 
next morning Leoncavallo wa s famous. 


E D W A R D GOODRICH ACH ESO N, 
the inventor of 
artificial 
carborundum 
graphite, w a s born in W ashington, Pa., 
March 9 , 18 50, and received his educa­ 
tion in the public schools. 
From W8 0 
to 18 8 3 he was an assista nt to Thomas 
A. Edison. Then he removed to Niagara 
Fa lls to engage in the manufacture of 
some of his inventions. In addition to car­ 
borundum, Mr. Acheson is the inventor of 
Egy ptinized clay , Acheson graphite, and 
siloxcon, a direct reduction of industry . 
For his inventions and discoveries iu 
science and chemistry he has been hon­ 
ored 
with 
membership 
in 
the leading 
scientific 
societies 
of 
America 
and 
Europe and was awarded prizes at the 
Paris exposition in 19 00 and the St. 
Louis exposition in 19 04. 
A y ear ago 
the American Academy 
of 
Arts 
and 
Sciences awarded its Rum ford medal to 
Mr. Acheson for his discoveries in light 
aud neat. 


C A PT . C H A R L E S E. V R E E L A N D , 
U. S. N„ who commanded the battleship 
K a nsa s in the recent cruise of the Atlan­ 
tic fleet around the world, w a s born in 
New J ersey , March 10, 18 52. 
He enlist­ 
ed in the navy as an apprentice. 
Later 
he went to the naval academy at Ann­ 
apolis and was graduated with the class 
of 18 70. 
In the early part of his career 
he served on the Congress and Ticon- 
deroga and Hartford of the old navy . 
From 18 9 3 to 18 9 0 he was the American 
naval a tta che in Vienna and Rome. Dur­ 
ing the wa r with Spain iu 18 9 8 he served 
on the gunboat Helena and 
dispatch 
boat Dolphin. 
For two y ea rs he com­ 
manded the monitor Arkansas and since 
April, 19 07, he has been in command of 
the battleship Kansas. 


A Trade Assault on American Meats. 
The fresh outbreak iu London concern­ 
ing the character of American meats 
will doubtless be traced to trade jea l­ 
ousy . 
It is inconceivable tha t American 
packers would deliberately send to Eu­ 
rope mea ts or meut products of a char­ 
acter such as is described in the dis­ 
patches concerning 
the 
report of the 
medical officer of the city of London. 
The American packers have had trouble 
enough in the near past to recommend 
the pursuance of methods which will 
conduce to the esta blishm ent of con­ 
fidence in all meats that are sent abroad. 
Briefly , the report of the medical offi­ 
cer declares that he found 25 per cent, 
of a consignment of livers and lungs dis­ 
eased aud therefore unfit for consump­ 
tion, and what he constitutes evidence 
of infection in three hundred carcasses 
of hogs from which the ly mphatic glands 
were removed. 
Concerning 
the latter 
consignment, the medical officer states 
that if the hogs were not diseased the 
glands w'ould not have been removed at 
the cost of considerable labor. 
On the 
other hand, the American packers state 
that it is impossible to find many ani­ 
mals that are perfectly sound in every 
organ, 
and 
it 
is 
a 
common practice 
where glands show’ evidence of disease 
which has not progressed sufficiently to 
recommend 
condemnation 
of 
the 
en­ 
tire animal to cut out the gland, and pass 
the ca rca ss as fit for consumption. 
The Department of Agriculture states 
that under the existing sy stem of inspec­ 
tion there is little danger of really dis­ 
eased carcasses passing as fit for con­ 
sumption, hut it admits that there are 
va ria tions 
iu 
methods 
of 
inspection 
abroad which dictate modifications on 
this side in the future. 
The United

in regard to diseased meats than is the 
United Sta tes, which will a lwa y s be sub­ 
ject to misrepresentation in foreign mar­ 
kets because of jealousy .

charge like thut of London’« medical' 
officer 
would 
have 
received 
more 
credence on this side of the Atlantic, 
but under the new order of things, the 
American public is confident tha t dis­ 
eased or decay ing meats cannot be sent 
through the lines of inspection. 
If any 
putrid meat is discovered in shipments 
on the other side, it may be the result 
of imperfect refrigeration during the voy ­ 
age, us is hinted by the Department of 
Agriculture.

liminary report. 
Tha t the commission has made original 
researches covering extensive territory 
in this country and abroad is not to be 
denied. 
A large part of the outlay for 
its maintenance was required to meet 
the traveling expenses of its member« 
and the pay roll and expense accouuts o£ 
the 19 8 persons in its employ . 
A central fa ct brought into prominence 
by the commission’s work is that exist­ 
ing la w s for the exclusion of undesirable 
i m m i gr a n t s arc very imperfect ill their 
operation. 
Due problem after auother h 
taken up and discussed in the report- 
oriental aliens and other exeluded classes, 
peonage, 
charity 
among 
immigrant« ! 
white 
s l a v e traffic, conditions of steer­ 
age, 
anthropology , congestion in largi 
cities, alien criminality , competition ol 
immigrants, school inquiries, admiuistra 
tion of immigration laws. 
The commi» 
sion shows that the importation of worn 
en for immoral purposes was active, not 
withsta nding the legal prohibitions, un 
til the r e c e n t campaign under the leai 
of the department of justice brought 1 
to a halt. 
Notwithstanding the outlaj 
of ha lf a million a y ear in a ttempting tc 
enforce the Chinese exclusion law, tb 
commission reports that Chinese laborer 
continue to enter the country in eonsid 
erable numbers. 
Aliens who should b 
excluded under the clauses relating t

People iu this latitu de are now close­ 
ly u pon the su nny days 
and 
frosty 
nights which characterize “ maple su gar 
w eather,” and which cau se activity in 
the “su gar bu sh." Bu t there will be no 
practical 
appreciation 
in 
this 
locality 
of the movement *»f maple sap u nder the 
inspiration of retu rning spring, becau se 
there are now comparatively few su gar 
maples where they were once nu merou s, 
and these are not so grou ped that they 
cau be economically 
tapped 
for 
the 
su gar process. 
Conditions are more favorable in Ver- 
mont and other E astern states where 
maple su gar mak ing fiao amou nted to an 
indu stry, bu t even 
in 
these 
localities 
where the su gar maple 
has persisted 
simply becau se it has been spared, a 
chau ge is foreshadowed that hints at 
the time when the chemist will be the 
mainspring of the maple 
su gar 
of the 
lu tu re. 
The Boston T ranscript refers 
to this situ ation with the rem ark that 
specu lation as to the time when real 
maple su gar will be a negligible qu antity 
among the national staples mu st give 
u s pau se.

If it were not for the sk ill at decep­ 
tion of the mak ers and venders of maple 
su gar there wou ld not be enou gh to go 
arou nd even at the present time. 
The 
m anu factu rers have “pieced o» t” the an­ 
nu al harvest with brown su gar, and now 
the chemist has tak en a hand in the 
bu siness to mak e the dwindling su pply 
last as long as possible. 
O f cou rse the

solved, recrystallized and the radiu m ex­ 
tracted from the refu se again with the 
loss of only an infinitesimal fraction.

I t will spin and weave in union with 


wool, and is th e only vegetable fiber 
wh ich will take dy e eq ually well. 
It is 
practically non-inflammable, its ch arring 
point, being 57 3 degree Fah renh eit, and, 
unlike cotton, it is an ex cellent non-con­ 
ductor of h eat. 
It will not sh rink, and 
it 
possesses 
considerable 
resiliency . 
Blankets and cloth made of wool and 
th e newly discovered fiber h ave a ttra c t­ 
ed 
favorable 
notice in 
A ustralia. 
It 
makes ex cellent carpets, matting, bag­ 
ging and wool packs, and is as good as 
oakum for calking. 
Th e fiber is th e result of th e sh ed- 
dings of th e leaf sh eath of a sea grass 
botunnioaliy known as Posidonia A us­ 
tralis, belonging to th e order of Nain- 
deoe, and h as so far been found in oniy 
one place in th e world—Spencer Gulf, 
South Australia. 
Th e sh eddings h ave 
been imprisoned by th e action of wind 
and waves in th e sand flats of th e gulf. 
Soundings h ave revealed lay ers of th e 
fiber averaging 12 feet in depth under 
4 feet of water. 
Th ey are th e accum u­ 
lation of centuries, and are estimated to 
aggregate millions of tons, of vary ing 
degrees of fineness. 
Th e fiber can h e 
gath ered easily with dredges fitted with 
special buckets anti 
rakes, 
and 
also 
eq uipped with agitators 
and 
wringers 
similar to th ose used for th e wash ing 
of wool. 
Th e cost of tlie rough -dried 
fiber on h oard th e dredge, it is calcu­ 
lated will be $3.(55 per ton, and it is 
ex pected to find a ready m arket at (5 
cents per pound, with h igh er prices for 
th e finer grades. 
Th e discovery adds a new wonder to 
th e list of nature’s gifts to man, and 
will no doubt suggest ex plorations and 
ex periments productive of oth er econo­ 
mies in th e direction of utilizing for in­ 
dustrial purposes th e vegetation of th e 
sea. 
T h e first paper, 
it 
will 
be re ­ 
membered, was made by th e Egy ptians 
from a w ater plant, th e papy rus. 
It 
may h e found th at th ere are seaweeds 
wh ich ch emistry and 
mach inery 
can 
turn to paper, th us lessening th e de­ 
mand upon th e forests. H ere is an idea 
wh ich somebody is likely before long 
to turn to practical account.

vast h eaps of waste. 
Th e entire region is a wild uph eaval 
of h ills and around th e h orizon are seen 
ranges of snowy topped mountains. 
Th e 
only « trees are an occasional 
gnarled 
scrub pine or dw arf cedar a few feet 
h igh . 
Th e town streets are rough and dirty 
and as I walked about I was constantly 
encountering old tin cans and getting my 
feet tangled up in wires from th e baled 
h ay . 
Buildings in good repair are rari­ 
ties. 
Th ere are tottering fences and 
ragged 
walls 
and 
broken 
roofs 
and 
smash ed glass and m any windows and 
doors are boarded up. 
Th e search for gold h as resulted in 
tearing th e country all to pieces. 
E very ­ 
wh ere th e h ills are dotted with pros­ 
pectors’ h oles. 
From any h eigh t y ou can 
see 
dozens—perh aps 
h undreds. 
Th ey 
suggest th e burrowing of woodch ucks or 
prairie 
dogs. 
Th e 
region 
along 
th e 
Comstock lode abounds too in deserted 
sh afts.—Outing. 


Colleges and Culture. 


In an address at th e Free Sy nagogue 
in New York. Dr. J. L. Eiliott, associate 
leader of th e Eth ical Culture Society , 
created a stir among h is auditors by 
say ing th at parents are beginning 
to 
wonder wh eth er money 
is well 
spent 
wh ich is employ ed in sending th eir ch il­ 
dren th rough college. 
“ W ith th e ex ception of th e doctors 
and lawy ers th at th ey turn out,” said 
Dr. Elliott, “th ere seems to be but little 
benefit to th e man or woman in th e pro­ 
cess. 
O ur conception of th e benefits 
of a college education for our boy s is not 
w h at it uso<l to be, and we th ink now 
th ey can get along just as well with out 
it.” 
Certainly th is is a note such as 
would h ave been unh eard a generation 
ago. 
Th en college education was looked 
upon as a certificate of intellectual aud 
moral culture. 
H av e th e standards been 
lowered at 
th e 
institutions of 
h igh er 
learning? 
Th e H arv ard Crimson not long ago 
uttered a protest against dish onesty in 
th e class-rooms. 
It said th at borrow- 
nnd stealing th e work of oth ers is a prac­ 
tice growing more and more common. 
T h at th e tone of th e Crim son’s article 
may not be misunderstood, th e following 
ex tract is made: 
Many underg raduates rely o n o thers to 
do their wo rk fo r them. 
Repo rts and theses 
are o ften co pied o utrig ht fro m tho se handed 
in in fo rme77 y tars, and many o f these treat­ 
ises appear y ear after y ear. 
It is with 
so me trepidatio n that we appro ach the sub­ 
ject, fo r we fear that the to pic will be 
seized upo n by the press as o ne mo re in­ 
stance o r the suppo sed g enera! deprav ity o f 
the Harv ard underg raduate. 
Our attempts 
at refo rm hav e been acted o n in this way 
so o ften that we are tempted to allo w co n­ 
ditio ns to remain In their present status 
rather than ex po se o ur weaknesses to the 
critical g aze o r the public. 
The “ murder 
will o ut,” and we feel that it is better to 
aim at impro v ement than pretend to be per­ 
fect. 
Fo r so me time o ust it has been ap­ 
parent that many underg raduates rely o n 
o thers to do their wo rk fo r them, no t o nly 
because they are no t able to do it them­ 
selv es. but because it is so easy to leav e 
it to so me o ne else. 
Th is is a manly ex postulation, and 
ough t to h ave some effect in mitigating 
th e evil at wh ich it is aimed. 
But th e 
fact 
th a t 
th is 
evil 
flourish es 
on 
a 
large scale in a community especially 
devoted to th e acq uisition of culture is 
dish eartening. 
It is well th at inside 
and outside th e colleges th ere are forces 
at work wh ich will lead to a 
bettor 
spirit and condition in th e abodes of 
learning.
